AMENDMENTS 

IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Please repla ce the p aragraph on page 1 1 , lines 24-3 1 , with the following: 

A black solution was obtained by adding a small amount (less than about 1000 ppm) 
of a sodium hypochlorite solution to an aqueous solution of 2-aminophenol-4-sulfonamide 
(5% by weight) at 50°C, and the yams prepared according to the method described in 
Example 1 were immersed therein for 60 seconds after neutralization step. The yams were 
washed with water for 10 seconds and dried at 30°C for 120 seconds. The obtained fiber was 
folded 3 times and evaluated for resistance to light. The results are shown in Table 1 .
